The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The article of Group I 
which comprises a metal matrix having lamellar talc particles distributed therein does 
not recite the special technical feature that the article is formed by the electrolytic 
method of Group II. The article of Group I could be formed by alternate methods such 
as non-electrolytic depositions including mixing the talc particles in metal matrix forming 
material and consolidating or an electroless deposition method. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
